NE of the most daring and 

spectacular feats of modern 

times was successfully accom- 
pilshed when Commander Ramon 
Franco of the Spanish Navy arrived 
in Buenos Aires, Argentina, from 
Palos, Spain, completing an air jour- 
ney of 6,232 miles in 62 hours and 
52 minutes’ flying time. 

Nothing for centuries has so 
stirred the Spanish imagination as 
this great accomplishment. Ten 
thousand messages of joy and con- 
gratulation have been sent to the 
royal palace since the flight began. 
All Spain has followed with breath- 
less interest the progress of the trip. 
In the schools throughout the coun- 
try teachers were instructed to give 
special lessons on the significance of 
the achievement from scientific, geo- 
graphical and national aspects. In 
honor of the successful completion 
of the flight the Spanish Govern- 
ment decided to grant general re- 
mission of sentences to criminals. 
Sentences of more than five years 
will be reduced one-tenth. All other 
sentences will be reduced six months.

Ree has some revolutionary views on the craze 
for “period” costuming und othe: details of screen 
design that may make his forthcoming work interest- 
ing to screen followers.

“While costuming and settings are important,” he 
says, “they are only important as secondary adjuncts 
to the play and players—a thing that has been 
sometimes lost sight of in picture productions. As 
an architect, I like to design costumes to harmonize 
with the sets. But, after all, the story is the impor- 
tant thing, and no more detail than is necessary 
should be employed. Sets and costumes should help 
tell the story—not detract from it. 

“Take a period costume,” he continues, “and we 
may make a very effective one for the screen, carry- 
ing out all the spirit of the story and still keep it 
simple as possible. Historic research may proclaim 
that the costume had ten bows on it—but why put 
them on if three are just as effective, or, perhaps, 
more so? 

“Walk into a restaurant and see which woman in 
it you notice first. She will be the one most simply 
dressed—provided it is the simplicity of good taste. 
And so with the stage, I think. In great sets effect 
can be obtained by massing ‘colors rather than by 
‘furbelows.’ Pictures have been making the mistake 
of copying periods rather than creating ideas 
through design.”

nitely capitulated to the march of feminism in 

France. Until four years ago the profession 
of designing tapestries and carpets in the celebrate+ 
Gobelins factory in Paris was reserved for men, and 
as it is a Government enterprise, it was difficult to 
make a change in existing regulations. 

At that time the rules were altered and Mlle. 
Etevenant had the honer of becoming the first wo- 
man tapestry designer to take her place in the ranks 
of Gobelins artists, the roll of whom includes many 
notable names during the centuries that the manu- 
facture of these decorative materials has been car- 
ried on. 

Women workers had always been used in the fac- 


: NOTHER field of industrial endeavor has defi- 





tory for the weaving of the materials, but these wo- 
men worked after a design laid out for them by one 
of the men artists. Mlle. Etevenant was authorized 
to make her own designs and to carry out the work 
herself. 

Since that time only a few women have been ad- 
mitted to the grade of designing artist, but the prin- 
ciple has been definitely accepted that women are ca- 
pable of this work. 

The latest feminine designer to be appointed is 
Mile. Marguerite Loger. She is the youngest design- 

















ing artist in the factory, being only 17. Her work 
is designing and carrying out motifs in the carpet- 
making division of the Gobelins plant. 

An old French family gave its name to this well- 
known tapestry. Gilles Gobelin established dye works 
in Paris in the fifteenth century, and soon after a 
tapestry factory was added. In 1662 the tapestry 
works were bought by Colbert for Louis XIV. The 
industry, renewed at the restoration of the Bourbons, 
received a fresh impulse between 1870 and 1880, ow- 
ing to the use of special designs prepared by leading 
artists of the times, in place of the former method of 
copying pictures. And now, in this day and date, we 
find it a field of industrial endeavor which the wo- 
men of France have invaded.
